Jimmy the Greek, fabulous gambler, would be non-plussed in Wilmington this 
week-end, on the vote of the Special Town Meeting in Wilmington next Monday. 
A new school building program is being offered, in several parts, so that the 
voters may pick and choose. 
A new school site is being offered to the voters, off Salem Street, in North 


Wilmington. 


There are voters who are definitely against any new school. There are voters 
who are definitely for a new school. Their number seems to be equal. 

There are voters who have not yet expressed an opinion, and who presumably 
will attend the Town Meeting with an open mind. They will be the ones who will 


make the decision. 


‘The Wilmington School Com- 
mittee, this time, seems to have 
dome its home work thoroughly, 
‘Their attitude is much better than 
in former town meetings, where 
the voters summarily rejected 
some poorly thought out ideas 

‘There will be stern opposition to 
any building of a new high schoo] 
addition, from the owners of lai 
along Wildwood Street. The 
owners defeated the idea before, 
and are prepared to try again. The 
Wilmington Board of Selectmen, 
Tuesday night, told two of the 
‘owners that “we are with you", 
meaning against the taking of land 
by eminent domain proceedings. 

‘There will be difficulties, with 
the building of an addition to the 
High School, if eminent domain 
proceedings are to be a part of the 
program 

The site for future schools, in 
North Wilmington, seems to have 
less opposition. It is a large tract 
of land, northerly of Salem Street, 
and westerly of the Wildcat 
Railroad. Two entrances are 
planned for the land, from Salem 
Street. 

Attorney Fred Corum, who owns 
a considerable part of the land 
offered, Tuesday evening, to give 
enough’ land to the town for a 
driveway, from Salem Street, if it 
could be other than alongside the 
railroad, as was being proposed. 
The Selectmen accepted the offer, 
and Arthur Smith, Chairman of the 
Permanent Building Committee 
will make the proper amending 
motion, on the Town meeting 
floor 

Mr. Corum told the Selectmen 
that he objected to the proposed 
exit because there were half a 
dozen or more accidents a year on 
that site, when the Town had 
proposed to take land 

The Selectmen not only found 
themselves in agreement with Mr. 
Corum, but George Boylen Jr., the 
chairman, expressed his thoughts 
fon the proposed school site as 
being “practically ideal” 

It is, he said, accessible to the 
Silver Lake area, to the Shady 
Lane area, and to the Salern Street 
area of Wilmington, and should 
make a very good future school 
site 

Other Articles 

George Hooper and Mrs. Diane 
Fielding, their Electric Light 
Study Committee now re-inforced 
by the addition of Rudy Carrasco 
of Adams Street, are making a 
strong pitch for a $13,000 ap- 
propriation for an Electric Light 
Study.

DPU allows Propane 
in Tewksbury 


The Department of Public 
Utilities has granted permission 
for Lowell Gas Co. to rebuild a 
propane gas plant at the com- 
pany’s Chapman Road facility in 
Tewksbury, the Board of 
Selectmen learned Tuesday, 

Although town officials and 
residents opposed reconstruction 
of the plant, where a propane tank 
exploded February 9, killing a 
firefighter and a truck driver, the 
decision allowing reconstruction 
was expected. 

Town Counsel Charles J 
Zaroulis advised the board it 
should delay for at least a week 
setting a date for a planned 
hearing to deny town permits to 
rebuilt the plant. 

Zaroulis requested the delay to 
give him time to study the state 
Fire Marshal's report on the explo- 
sion so the town counsel could 
better prepare f the 
DPU decision and a case against 
granting the town permits 

He said he had hoped to study the 
report prior to Tuesday, but hadn't 
been able to obtain one. Zaroulis 
reported the Fire Marshal's copy 
was missing as was a second copy 
originally held by Fire Chief 
William A. Chandler but returned 
to the Fire Marshal's office after 
officials there requested its 
return. 

A third copy, Zaroulis stated, 


was held by a town resident he 
declined identifying. ‘That person 
he said, promised him a week 
before he would give him the copy, 
but still hadn't produced the 
report. 

Zaroulis said he and Executive 
Secretary Ruth Aubert were in 
contact with experts in gas and 
other technology to help prepare 
the town’s case against rebuilding 
the plant 

The DPU decision, dated Friday, 
justified the plant's reconstruction 
as necessary to the welfare of the 
people. It noted more specifically, 
“In view of the worsening situa- 
tion with regard to the availability 
of domestic natural gas and liquid 
natural gas from both domestic 
and foreign sources, the depart- 
ment believes that for the con- 
venience and necessity of the 
public, it has no alternative but to 
authorize approval to reconstruct 
the propane plant at Tewksbury.” 

Company spokesmen said at a 
DPU hearing September 27 
propane gas was needed at the 
Chapman Road plant for use 
during design years, Design years 
are abnormally cold heating 
seasons when the company's supp- 
ly of piped gas and liquid natural 
gas are not sufficient to meet the 
needs of customers, according to 
Lowell Gas, Company spokesmen 
said as much as 518,098 million

The selectmen met with the head of the firm in executive 
session because the industrialist’s name is synonumous with 
the industry, and disclosure of his name might affect plans 
for the plant. Part of the industrialist’s presentation to the 
selectmen was a movie about his industry 


Atty. Joseph A. Kileen of 
Tewksbury, who also spoke for the 
industrialist at the meeting, 
described the plant as a medium 
industry that would benefit the 
town, He said he had met with 
other town officials to discuss the 
plant. Chairman Joseph J. Whelan 
commented before the meeting, 
“It will be something food for the 
town.” 

In other action the selectmen 
agreed to take several steps to pre- 
vent cars from speeding on North 
Street. The agreement came after 
several North Street residents 
called for action against speeders 
in light of a car accident Saturday 
that killed two teenagers and 
severely burned another 

‘Among the actions to be taken 
were directions to the Police 
Department to patrol North Street 
more, and Goldstein suggested to 
work to have more speed limit and 
“Radar In Use” signs placed there 
by the state, and discussions with 
the Road Commission October 31, 
if possible, to determine if the 
character of the road could be 
changed to prevent accidents. 

“T think the state will acquiess 
to our (sign) requirements 


because there has been a tragedy 
there,"’ Goldstein commented 
Appointed auxiliary patrolmen 
by the selectmen were John 0. 
Wynn of 15 Reagan Rd., Herbert A. 
Hadley of 52 Rockvale Rd., Henry 
D. Perry of 48 Algonquin Drive and 
Edward Yetman Jr. of 18 Boisvert 
Rd. All were recommended for 
appointment by Police Chief John 
F, Sullivan 
‘A vote on allowing 10,000 gallons 
of fuel to be stored at 164 French 
Street was tabled because Town 
Counsel Charles J. Zaroulis said 
the Board of Appeals would have 
to grant a special permit to allow 
parking of school buses there 
before the selectmen could act 
Zaroulis said the land was zoned 
for industrial use and the Cain 
school buses parked there were not 
specifically allowed under the 
zoning by-law. Mrs. Hilda M 
Anderson, owner of the property, 
said January 1 there would be 26 
Cain buses parked there, and all 
would be registered in Tewksbury. 
The 26 buses there now, she said 
included 18 parked there tem- 
porarily because a Caine parking 
area in Lowell has been vandalized 
repeatedly, and many tires were

cubic feet of propane would be 
needed in such periods. 

The DPU stated if the propane 
facility weren't allowed in 
Tewksbury, “the company would 
have to find or develop another 
location adjacent to the natural 
gas pipeline which would also 
necessitate trucking over other 
streets and routes,"” 

‘The DPU took a slap at town of- 
ficials who stated no gas company 
or governmental agency was 
adequately prepared to provide 
minimal safety precautions at 
propane facilities. Gas utility 
‘companies in the state operated 46 
propane plants without serious in- 
cident, the DPU stated, but in an 
apparent contradiction added, 
“except that which occurred at 
Tewksbury on February 9, 1972."" 

Lowell . the DPU stated, 
used propane only to serve its own 
customers, though it had contracts 
to supply liquid natural gas to 
other utilities until the end of the 
1974-75 heating season. No 
reference was made by the DPU to 
town officials’ claims Lowell gas 
used propane during excessively 
cold periods to replace liquid 
natural gas it sold at a profit to 
other firms. 

A propane truck operated by a 
firm buying gas from the Lowell 
firm was believed responsible for 
the February 9 tragedy 


tanived, 

Selection of one of three bids for 
a new town ambulance was tabled 
for a week, pending recommen- 
dations by Fire Chief William A. 
Chandler. A Brookline firm 
offered a 1973 Cadillac ambulance 
for $20,100 and a 1972 model for 
$18,000. A Natick firm offered a 
1973 model for $19,894.92, ‘The 
town ambulance was wrecked Oc- 
tober 14 in a road mishap, and the 
town has been using a borrowed 
one since then. 

John Cook of Tewksbury towne 
Taxi appeared to answer 
selectmen’s questions about the 
taxi service, but asked for a 
week's delay in discussions 
because his lawyer wouldn't be 
able to accompany him until Oc- 
tober 31 

Police Chief John F. Sullivan, 
who was to participate in the dis- 
cussions, agreed to Cook's request, 
and the selectmen granted it. The 
taxi service had come under 
select men’s criticisms after the 
firm was fined $100 for delivering 
liquor to a minor and was alleged 
by several selectmen to have 
operated in other irregular ways,

I just finished reading a very in- 
teresting book named "The Peter 
Principal’ (why things go wrong), 
by Dr. Laurence J, Peter and Ray- 
mond Hull. This publication 
should be required reading for all 
members and candidates of our 
School Committee, Board of 
Selectmen, Finance Committee 
and school administrations, Dr. 
Peter's principal message is well 
illustrated throughout the book. 
He touches upon just about every 
phase of human activity. In one 
chapter he wrote of a condition he 
called “‘Structurophilia”. Here is

“Structurophilia is an obsessive 
concern with buildings, their plan- 
ning, construction, maintenance 
and reconstruction, and an in- 
creasing unconcern with the work 
that is going on, is supposed to be 
going on, inside them.”

The only thing they 
agree on is to have a new building 
Frequently the advising educator, 
doctor or minister suffers from 
structurophilia and therefore his 
recommendation to the donor is. 

give me a new building". Church 
committees, school trustees, and 
foundation boards find themselves 
in the same comples situation. 
‘They see so much incompetence in 
the professions that they decide to 
invest in buildings rather than peo- 
ple and programs, As in other psy- 
chological complexes, this results 
in bizarre behaviour End of 
quote 

In Dr. Peter's words above I 
claim his term donor could mean 
taxpayer: his term philanthropists 
could mean mean school com- 
mittee, board of selectmen and 
finance committee, and school ad- 
ministrators could be termed ad- 
vising educator 

Thave a strong fear that struc- 
turophilia is contagious and that it 
will be spread around at the next 
town meeting when the school con- 
struction issue again rears its ugly 
head. I would strongly advise the 
taxpayers (donors) in attendance 
to at least try to resist the 
exposure to the philanthropists

Frequently Representatives bre late, and 
they are recorded as Absent.

Members with important committee 
assignments often find it difficult to get to 
the Chamber within the allotted two 
minutes. Sometimes, if they know it is a 
matter of no interest to their district, they 
continue with the hearing that is being con- 
ducted - that too is important business. 

Someone has remarked that the 
Representative with absolutely nothing to 
- no Committee assignments - no other 
work - and who can sit around in the Rep.’s 
chamber all day, doing nothing, is the only 
man who can have a perfect attendance 
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So possibly Mr. Cain has missed a few 
roll calls, from time to time. In addition, it 
can be said, he was out once for three 
weeks, in the hospital. He missed all the 
roll calls for those three weeks. 

Mr. Miceli is making the most of that 
business. 

How is his own record? 

Did the reader ever hear of Region 5A, 
Massachusetts Federation of Planning 
Boards? That's where Mr. Miceli stubbed 
his toe, on attendance records. And he was 
the Chairman of the Region, at the time. 


Nearly every town and city in 
Massachusetts has a Planning Board. The 
individual members can and do belong to 
the Massachusetts Federation of Planning 
Boards, with the bill for membership being 
picked up by the community. If there is a 
change - if a person is no longer serving on a 
Planning Board, he can still continue his 
membership in the Massachusetts Federa- 
tion, but he has to pay his own dues. 
Several of Wilmington’s current Board of 
Selectmen, who were formerly on the Plan- 
ning Board, are still members of the 
Massachusetts Federation of Planning 
Boards. Mr. Gillis is a director of the 
Massachusetts Federation. 

The Federation is broken down into 
regions, and one of those regions is known 
as Region 5A. In it there are 29 towns and 
cities, mostly in Essex County. Two of the 
towns involved, at least, are in Middlesex 


County, - Wilmington and North Reading 

About five years ago, give or take a year - 
Mr. Miceli got himself elected as Chairman 
of Region 5A.~ That's when the region died. 

No meptings werd Billed, forthe region 
Maqbefship dropped. In two years there 
was only one meeting, instead of four. The 
chairman, it can be remarked was batting 
025, 

Finally Danny Gillis of Wilmington got 
tired of the situation, and he went around to 
all twenty nine towns and cities of Region 
5A, and started up the organization again. 
A meeting was called, and Mr. Gillis was 
elected chairman. 

Two years later, when Mr. Gillis stepped 
down in favor of his elected successor he 
was given a testimonial of sorts, and a stan- 
ding round of applause, for his rebuilding of 
Region 5A.

The graduated income tax will 
not silve all the Commonwealth's 
fiscal problems. If you are con- 
cerned about the quality and quan- 
tity of state services, you will have 
to push for reforms in civil ser- 
vice, county government, 
budgeting and fiscal management 
procedures, as well as implemen 
tation of reorganization proposals 
Even if more tax revenue has to be

Two die 
in car Blaze 


Two youths from Tewksbury and 
Lowell died and the brother of one 
youth was seriously burned Satur- 
day night when their car struck a 
parked car in Tewksbury and burst 
into flames.

Dzwilewski's brother, Richard, 
15, was rushed to St. Jhon's 
Hospital by ambulance, and was 
transferred to Massachusetts 
General Hospital's burn Center 
Sunday. He reportedly suffered 
burns about the hands, face and 
neck, as well as contusions and 
lacerations of the face and head. 

Police said at 10:50 the older 
Dawilewski apparently lost control 
of the car while driving south, the 
car, they , crossed into 
the left land of the street where it 
struck an unoccupied parked car 
owned by Steven P. Burke of 4 
Oliver St. Finnegan was a 
passenger in the front seat and the 
younger Dzwilewski was sitting in 
the back, according to the report 

The gas tank of the Drwilewski 
car was ruptured by the impact, 
and it exploded, throwing gasoline 
‘onto the Burke car, which also 
caught fire. North Street residents 
reportedly found the younger 
Dawilewski thrown from the car 
and tried to extinguish his burning 
clothing before firefighters from 
engines 1,2 and 10 completed the 
job 

Firefighters and police tried to 
reach Finnegan and the older 
Dawilewski, who were trapped in- 
side the car, but were forced back 
by the flames until an hour after 
the crash.

Antonelli, McAskill 
quizzed on Issues 


Democrat Frank A. Antonelli 
and Independent Paul J. McAskill 
will face each other in the race for 
state representative from 
‘Tewksbury November 7, but face 
in opposite directions on many 
issues. The following is the second 
in a series of questions on con- 
troversial political issues asked 
the candidates. 


1. Do you believe marijuana laws 
should be made less or more 
severe? 

A. - Some should be changed, for 
instance laws prosecuting people 
for being in the presence of 
someone who has marijuana. I 
don’t think legalizing it is going to 
help the situation, It would 
worsten it. 

M- Unles it is proved beyond 
any doubt that marijuana has no 
harmful effects, I would have to 
treat as a habit forming dope. I 
don't know much about it. 

2. Should the state clamp down 
on public utilities? 

M - The state legislature has 
been very lax in allowing some of 
our public utilities to gouge the 
public. The service that is 
rendered by many utilities simply 
isn’t worth the cost the individual 
pays for it, and I include Blue 
Cross - Blue Shield as a public 
utility. 

A. - There should definitely be

made. There is no 
master planning by utilities at all. 

3. Would you allow off-shore oil 
leases on state controlled con- 
tinental shelf? 

A - I'm not knowledgeable 
enough to answer that yet. 

M - I think we should keep our 
beaches and shore lines exactly as 
they are and do everything we can 
to clean up existing pollution. 

4. How do you stand on the law 
which requires prisoners who have 
committed violent crimes to serve 
two-thirds of their sentence before 
they are eligible for parol? 

M - I don’t think you can say that 
‘a man who serves two thirds of his 
sentence is necessarily eligible for 
parol, anymore than you can say 
another man shouldn’t be out in a 
year. I favor prison reform, but 
would like more studies made to 
consider the effects of various 
reforms. 

‘A- Prisoners should be given an 
opportunity for review if they have 
proved themselves worthy. Under 
the present system they find out if 
they are a model prisoner it 
doesn’t mean anything.
